found from Hannum's. The 1941 photo of "Sophers 
Mill" actually shows the VVPA rubble dam downstream 
from the mill site. The prorograpasr was standing in 

à the old river ford cut 
on the south bank 
and shooting to the 
NE. The old iron 
pipe that marks the 
site today once 
capped the dam and 
may be just visible in 
the lower right 
corner of the photo. It’s the first photo I’ve seen of 
that dam when it was intact. It took less than 20 years 
for high water, ice flows, etc. to wash the dam out. It 
looked much like today when | first remember the site 
in the mid 1960's, but the river appears to have scoured 
a slightly deeper channel than was apparent in the 
photo. The gathering in the background is at the west 
end of Soper’s Mill today 
where the road loops. The 
old river ford was used 
before the historic 
rainbow bridge was built in 
1876 and was part of the 
river valley stage road that 
ran from Bloomington- 
Ames to Story City.
